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timely sermon, appropriate to the sca-
sou of the lugnthcring of fruits, briugs
to ua a brcath of the vlneyards. The
text Is Cantlcles I, 0, "But mlne own
vlneyard bavo I not kept."
Yes, l havo aeeu a neglected vlne¬

yard. No man can fully uuderstand
what my text means uuless be bas
roumed tbrough one and bas aeeu tbe
rnhblta scurry tbrough the weeda two
feet hlgh and bas lifted up tbe long
uupruned vlnaa beavy laden with uu-

ueveloped grapes, inimature tbrough
Uck of care, and bas seen how tba
suckcra bave sbot out from uudar tbe
crowaa as vlper* aapplng away tbe
strength of tba vines, and yet, as a
rulc, bearing no frult. Yes, I bavo
Levn through aucb a vlneyard. I bave
waudered tbrough one, accompanied
by au old viue grower. I bave seen
blm pathetically Hft up vlne after vlne,
as a phyaiciau nilght look at tbe gan-
grened Umb of a little chiid. wblcb de-
eouiposltlon baa been eaused by the
malpractlce of an iguorant doctor, and
I bave heard bim say: "Sbame! Sbame!
It ls a perfect sbame to let this vlne¬
yard go to waste. Why, even after this
negleet. there are at least sixty pounds
of good grapes upon tbat one vlne
aloue. Sbatue. sbame, to destroy sueb
a vlneyard as this gvowlug upon such
rlcb soll." Thus we went tbrough
aeres upon acres of tbesa neglected
vines.
Perhaps you would Hke to kuow how

we came to aee tbls flne vlneyard golng
to waste. I had turued my steps bome-
ward. My summer vacatlon la south¬
ern Californla was about euded. Tba
dutles of a busy pastorate wsre calling
me back to tbe city. Wltb a compan-
iou, I was taking a sbort cut tbrough
one of tbe very rarely traveled, can-
yons, wben suddeuly, as night overtook
us. we came upon a deaerted farui, or
rancb. It was ln one of tha garden
spots of tbe world. Por nearly twenty
years its owuer bad lived, there, battllng
ugaiust consumptlon. A few montbs
before we arrived the end bad come,
nud bis pain racked body was placad
iu tbe duat from wbence It came. For
some years before he died all bis
onergles were evldently cxbausted in
a pbyalcal struggle for mere exlstence.
There avare the broad fields stretcbing
away, practically uncultivated. There
were tbe beautiful trees near to bis
runch home Just as nature bad grown
t hem. There were tbe deserted. rooms
of bia dwalUng, wltb one of tbe walls
fallea ia npon his cmpty bad. Tbe
booke and weekly pariodicala were stlll
lylng arooud. Tbore were avan aome
of bia caacaled ehecks lylng upon tbe
floor. There was a farm, or rancb, of
500 acrea, 800 of which were tillable,
wltb thehrorcharda and fleld.s nn<l vlne¬
yards, but wfcth no hand to eara for
them. The doves. tho ijuails. tbe rab-
bita, tbe bees, were everywhere holdlug
bigh carnivnl. As we lay for a few
ntgbts uudcr those trees we could hour
tho wildeat'a snarliug calls and the
fox'a harks and tbe coyote's yella as
they were atartiug out to hunt their
prey. It was a beautiful, but a sad,
aadL sud place. For tbia place, llke
Ylctor Hugo's Nptra Dame, bad a
uplrlt. We could sea naovlug every-
wbara tbe frall. slek feem of tbe late
ownar. who, on aeconnt of bis pbyalcal
allmants, had baen compelled to nagleet
those flelds and orcbaxds and vlnayarda.

There mlgbt ku.ro been soene excuse

for tbe alck man wbo owned tbls
neglaetad vlneyard of whlcb I bava
spoken to bava naglacted hia vlne¬
yard, bnt there la no excuaa for ua
to neglact our splrltsajr vinayardw. aa
the autbor of CaatWaa ..dacttrea tba
church of God bafeJwMi «4*lBg. Now,
as wa all. aacU WrtfaltaJat to aat (ht
rich. raadoaa grapa* wfcteb are placad
u].ou our dlnlna rociR.Ublaa 1 tbought
tbls morning I avoajd draV. niy «cr
monlc lUustratloaa from tbe vlneyard
induarrles of tha werML la> .compari-
Non will not/ba found ln tbe grape-
vines which aome >of aa ralse in our
country homes, where Wa bulld a little
itrbor ln our back yards and there
allow a few vlnaa to grow over U
undea wblcb we Haa to escape the Ia-
tense beat of tbe mldhoon sun. But I
will draw* my lUuatratioua from tho
urapa lnduatrlea of southern Califor¬
nla and tbe lloly Land, where grape
growlng ls a buslnesa upon an en-
larged scale, and wbcre tba vines. )ald
out ln long rows 8 by 8 or 8 by 10,
stretch themsalves ovar boodredM and
sometlmes thousands upon thousands
of acrea, ns tbe cornfields spread them-
selvea over the prairlea of Kanaas or
tbe wbeatfields grow ln the Dakotas.
Many of the oriantal cltfes llke Sa«

niarla were nothing mora or less than
sreat centers for tbia grape lodustry.
The plalns of Abei-Keramln were
Nomatimes called "tbe Plalns of Vlna
yards." The grapes of tbe vajley pf
Eshcol not only made their vines chHft-
l»cr over all the billaldes and .tbe low-
lands between Hebron and Kudeats,
but those grapes wera fameus for tbeh-
slxe and aweetness aa well as for their
quantlty. Thus we have not only a
great industry from wbkh to draw
our sermon lc eomparlsons, but we
nlso have the grepae, wblcb formed
one of tbe chief icdustriea of tha
Hebraw race. "Mlne ewa vlneyard
have I not kept" ahould offar a vlta)
tbame for all Christians.
Tha words wblcb intredaaa my t«r!

are: "My mother's chlldraa are angrj
with me. They made me kaapar of tba
vineyarda, but mlne own vinayard bava
I not kapt" That 4a the word plcturtot a son who haa been left the execntoi
of hia fatber's estate. The laat aick
ncss.baa conie, Tbe funeraLJa over.
The will haa been read. The will goei
aouietblng thuswise: "Tbia ia my lasi
will aad tastamant If I should ba
/alled auddaaly away, I leave all nijvineyarda to my children, share aud
»hare alike. But tbat these propertlea
may be made to pay their maxlinuma,l leave my oldest son as the executoi
of the whole estate. He la to pruuo the
vineyarda and cultlvate them and
raarkat the frult and dlvlde the pro-ceeda with tbe other children until
they becema of age and can care foi
their own." The eldaat son ls con
sclentloua. He takes care of the vlne
yards of his brethers and slsters, cultl-
vatlng and pruning tbaan, and brlngathem to a hlgh state of devetopraent
Each oC the vinayarda goes out of hia
imiida aa oae brotber or sister after
unotber cornea of age. Taa eldcst son
then diacovara that wblle he was c«r-
ing for those other vlneyards bis own
vlneyard baa fallen Into ruln. The
r rlter is deacriblnar tha foliv of a

one slded |x>ll« y. the ncglei t «>r one

duty to perform another: S* tbe
teacher. so ntteutlve t<> the progress
of liis own puplls tliat he neglect* his
owu develnpment und falls bebind his
time, or the preacher Intent oa ihe wel-
faro of lits fiock, wblie his own sons,
who had the first claitn on him, are
neglevted and go tr» ruln.

Thr I.U« «.f a Vl»a.
"How ion,; Aa tbe j.r.i|H'vlnes llve?*4

I asked an ohl grape grower. "Do they
huve u comparntlvely short life, like
tbat of the pench tree, wblch, an n
hocse. dles from old age auywbero
between flfteen and twenty years? Do
they llve ou and on. as the waluut tree,
bearlng eveu after it has reacbed the
ceutury markV" l had tbe ©wuer o<
tbe greatest walnut rancb ln southern
CaUfornia tell «. tbat !» Harlem,
New York. tbere was growlog a walnut
tree over. a buudred years old> 11c
went to rlalt lt soaia.tlaM.ago, because

.lt waA soid to be grcwing upon a city
lot where tbe ownerVas soou to eut it
down, as b'a Intended to bulld an
apartraent house on tbat lot. And be
furtberwovo told m6 tbat this tree waa
beariog juat as good walnuts at the
time be saw it aa any walnut tree on
hia rancb. '*\Ve)l," aasv.ered this vlne-
jard grower. "thut depends. If a vine
yard ls taken care of tbe vines seem
to have no age llstft. Tkere are in
southern Califoruis grape bearlng
vlnes wblch were phrnted by the lu-
dians under the okl Spanisb reglme."
"But what if a uiau ueglects hia vine
yard or waters lt too rouch?" "If a
man trles to furce a vlne's grapes aud
does not allow it to alnk its roots deep
enough Into the soll, that viueyard
will die. In other words, If a man
careH for bis vineyards aright they
have practicully no age limlt. With
my eyes I have ween luscious grapes
growhig on vines over uluety years
old." This was the testiruony of the
grape grower. Did not your Chrlstian,
godly pareutR care for tbelr gospel
vlueyards aright? Did they not )et the
roota alnk deep enough luto the ground
to bury their hbers iu the rlch soll
wblch lies deep uuder the «'alvary
cross?
Looklug back over the long years of

your cbildhood aud young luanbood,
you cannot thlnk of a day iu which
tbose dear old folks were not dlligent-
ly at work in caring for tbelr gospel
vineyards. Your father never started
a day's work uuless be first gathered
bls family about bliu and said, "('ome,
children. let us ask God to belp us

prune our vineyards of all selnsbnesa
aud aiu." Then, that good man was
not satisfled with slmply walklng
through his viueyard aud atlcklng out
an arm here aud a band there, and
with tbe prunlng abears cuttlng off
thia bnd vine aud tbat dead wood,
but he got rlgbt dowu on his knees
in order to be able better to see bh
imperfectious. As be cut and slashed
at the evil nature of hia owu heart. did
be uot keep saylng. "O I.ord. belp me
to cut awny all tbe evil tendrlls of my
sluful life.'"
When Hm apringtlme comes, tbe rlch,

green. tender shoots begiu to grow.
upon which the rabhlts love to feast.
To prevent this lujury. the wlse owner
of tbe vineyards luiilds bls wire fencea
clear around the vineyard to keep thn
four legged pests out. When the army
worma lunrsbnl their hosts by the
tbousands aud tho millious and tbe bll
llona and tunve forward lo annibilato
tbose vlneynrds. the owners of tho
vineyards bulld their deep. widc
trenchew nlxnit their precious fruits
ko that these worm destroyers raouot
get in, aa the cavalier of medlaeval
tlmes had his roonts filled witb water
about his tvalied castle to keep the
enenilea out. When the rlch grapes
come. the vineyard owner has hia
urrned men, as sentinels. coutlnually
movlug ln and out among the vlnes to
drlve away the quall that would cut
up tbe younjc grapea. Tbus did your
Cbristlau father aod mother continu-
ally butld tbelr aplritual wlre fencea
and dlg tbelr dltcbea and fight away
tbe little foxea of evil and tbe qunll
of temptationa wblch would come to
destroy tbelr aplritual vlueyards. Did
ibey not dally lift between tbemselves
'.nd tbe world the precloun promlses
of God? Aye, tbey llterally soaked tbelr
Uves ln tbe commaudments of God, ao
tbat they cosld not be tempted by any
temptationa greater than tbey could
bear.

a Better lakerflteae*.
Do net tell fue tbat when your Chrls¬

tian father died he left you no Inherit-
auce. You say. "When be died tbe
farm went to my elder brother." But
your father'a greateat aaaet waa not lu
bls farm. You aay. "He bad a little
mruey.a few thouaand dollars.but he
left all that to my mother aud Invalid
alster." But your father's estate bad
more than uioney. You Inberited bis
spirituul vineyard. You have inber¬
ited bls example of a Cbriatian life
well llved. You have Inberited the ex¬
ample of the Jey aud peace whicb come
to a uoble Chrlstian man who, In everyword he apeaka and iu every deed he
does, mpmaka and llves for God. Am I
wroug in declaring that tbe vineyards
wbH?b have come to you are Inberited
rineyanla? Your inberited spiritual
vlueyards are as old as tbe prayers
your father made on the day be flrst
knelt at the cotuinunion of the Lord'a
supper. They are as old oa the pray¬
ers be made on the day be dedlcattd
you to God wheu you were baptized at
tbe cburcb altara. Tbey are us old as
the pruyers be made for you at the
family altar on the day you left tho
old homestead. Tbe/ ar» aa old as the
blesalng and benedlction be gave when
he put bls treuibltug hand upon your
head on tbe day be died. when be satd,
"My boy, I gave you to God when you
were born; I give you to God now that
I must leave you to stand before the
Judgment seat of Christ." Ob, myfriends, what a spiritual blesslng has
been yours! Your gospel vines were
not planted last week or last year.You have an inberited gospel vineyard.You have Inberited tbose vineyards dl-
rectly from your father's and mother*»
Chrlstian llves and consecrated home.
Y'ou cannot If you would, and you
would not if you could, get away from
this vltal, spiritual, life givlng doc-
trine.
We do not Jnherlt our gospel vlnes

alooe. We alao luherlt a vast acreage
of rlch, uncultivated soll, upon which
we ahould plant uew vineyards and
enlarge our grape produclng regious.
In other words, no cbild baa a right
to be content with tbe work which bls
forefatbers accompllshed. Each new
generation has greater opportunltlea
for dolng good than bad the genera-
tiona wblch preceded it. Therefore lt
ls your duty and mlne to be coutlnu¬
ally golng abead and dolng larger and
grander and nobler work tban did our
fathers and mothers. We abould protlt
by their mistakea aa well as successes.
To apeak flguratlvely, by atandlng upon
their broad shouldcrs we should lift
our heads blgher than tbey did. There¬
fore we abould have a larger boiizon
for our gospel vialon. Let me UIus-
trate my thought from the vineyard
Indnstry of southern Oallforula.

I'laatla* »*w Vla*r«rai.
1 am n vineyard urower. Tbe time

of tlie Mtiimul hiKatberlug of grapes is
past. You nre also a vlneyard grower.
W» have been Hose friends for years.
Having a few weeks to reat up before
tbe January and February "pruninx."
you come to make me a visit. With
great prlde I take you through my
viueyards. to show you their ricbness.
I say: "Yes, those are flne vines. My
fatber planted them flfty years ago.
He lived here and dieil here. Those
vines were his one thought. He put
his best llfeblood Into thalr dcvelop-
meut." Ou the wuy back to the house
we climb a bill nnd I point out to you
the extent of my property. "Do you
see all those vines at our feet? Well,
they are all mlne. Do you see those
posts ruunlug down from yonder li.l'n
clcar Into the conter of the valley by
those broad flelds? Well, all that land
!* miue. I>o you aee tln>se flelds to tbe
east, and that juttlug of rock yonder?
Well, all that land is mlne. There is
no soil ln all thia region which la ricber
and better than those broad flelds of
mlne." "Oh," you say to me. "then
your fatbar only cultlvated a small
part of bis rancb. Tbe vines were only
planted in n small area of the land
which be owned."
"Yes." I reply. "While fatber lived

tbe vlneyard growers did not know as
much about grape nlslng as we do
now. Our forefathers did not have the
systen* we have. Wire fences were
not Invented at that time. They did
not know as much about prunlug nnd
cultlvatlng. Bealdes that, this couutry
was so sparsely settled fifty yenrs aijo
that It would have been impossible to
have gathered enough workmen at
one time to have plcked tba grapes ou
tbe vines when they were ripe. Tbat
work bas to be done very qulckly.
Then. if my fatber had been able to
pick all these grapet there were so few
l»cople llvinjr la southern California at
tbnt time that there would bave been
no markets for the grapes after they
bad l»eeii pickrd. Thus my fatber only
planted a tenth part of bis rancb Into
vlneyards." Then yoa say: "But con-
ditlons havecbanged. Why do you not
ebanjre? Why do yoa continue to Jet
all these flelds He Idle because your
futher did? He bad a reasou for tbls
fallow land. You have noue. Do you
not renliae that God holds you to ac-
couut not only for taking care of your
fatbers vineyarda. but also for plant¬
ing new vlneyards of your owu?" Ab,
you are right. You ara rigbt. I am uot
only to be held accountable to God for
carrylug on the good work which my
Cbrlstlan fatber and mother did, but
I am also to be held accountable to
him to do new work on my own ae-
count and to plant new vineyarda.

It ls of Inflnlte Importance not to
neglect the old gospel vines which have
been careftillv cultlvated by our Cbrls¬
tlan ancestors. But ls tbat nny reaaon
to neglect uew flelds of goapel labor?
John Knox led hia gospel mlaslon to
the court of Mary. queen of Scots, and
be did a great and good work. but tha*
other mighty Scotchman. Alexander
DufT. was not content wltb aervlng
bia owu couutry. but proceeded to cul-
tlvate new Koapel vlneyards nnd went
aa a forelgn misslonary to Indla. Tbe
Bedford allegorist, Jobn Bunyan. was
wllllnpr to langnlsb In Jnll hecuuse they
would not let him preach ns a noncou-
formist minister. but that other great
nonconformist Engligli prcaeher. Wil¬
liam Booth. resolves to break nway
from bis Methodist brethren In order
to lend tbe Salvation Army ln Ita gos¬
pel mlasion atuotijr the slnms and to
tbe outcaats of tbe world. Abrabam
Llncoln slgned tbe emanclpation proc-
lamatlou for tbe Auierlcan 8lave.
Booker T. Washington resolves to take
another step forward aud lead bia
nagro eotnputriots Into tbe Llgber
realms of doiueatlc purlty and me-
chanlcal aud agrlcaltural usefulnesa
aad Cbristian cltlzenship. Our Chrls-
tlau motbers belleved as Paul com
manded the aucleut dlsciples ln his
CorluthLan epiatle. "Let your women
keep sileuce in church. for It ls not per
mltted uuto them to apeak." but theli
daughters will not be debarred from
aarvlce, ao they find work for a
Ftauees E. Wlllard and n Francea
Havergal nnd a Su.suu B. Antbony and
a Maud Booth and for thousands upon
thoasaods of noble wo?.ien and young
glrla, wbo are pleadlng for Christ In
our mldweek prayar meetlngs, and wbo
are worklng In our rescue mlsslons,
and wbo are the leaders of our socla)
aettlementa, our Christian Endeavor
aocleties aud our Epworth leagues.
Oh, my dear friends, our Cbrlstlan
fathers and mothers did n migbty work
for Christ la the tlmes in wblcb they
lived. But what grenter gospel work
are you doing? What further misslon
ary flelds are you reachlng? Is the so
clal outcast problem nearer being
aolved than when your Cbrlstlan ances
tors died? Are the black man aud tbe
yellow man and tbe red man and tbe
peasaut and tbe saloon keeper nearer
to Christ than they were half a cen-
tury ago? What new vines of gospel
usefulness have you planted for Christ
which are now brlnglng forth their
great clusters of Eshcol grapes for th.
heavenly wlne press? Are most ot
your rlch flelds, rkb ln soils of gospel
opportunitles. lylng fallow and use-
less?

Ta« Oftea Ne*la*te4.
Too oftan we have not only neglected

to care for the vines which. we have
Inherited from our Christian aacestori
and planted only here and there a stray
vlne ln the broad, empty flelds of
gospel opportunitles, but our sins of
omisslon do not end here. After we
bave neglected our gospel vineyarda
we have been too iudiflVrent and lazy
to gather the clustera of grapes which
bava grown upon our vlnea in splte
of our neglect. We aeem to say to
our heavenly Futher: "God, I care so
little for thee and thy glory that 1
would not even llft a flnger to do good
to those wbo are by my slde. Bay, I
will'not speak even n word to bring
my children to thee or my husbaud to
tbae or oiy fatber to thee or my
friends to thee I will let my neglected
vines grow their grapes aud theu drop
them to tbe grouud. There I will let
them l!e and rot aud rot before I will
carry area one buuch of them to the
go*p»t wiue press.11 How easy It Is to
flnd this sinful imlirTerence to Christ
symbolized !n some of the neglected
vineyarda of southern California!
Ia uot this fact true ln your life? You

know your little boy wants to become
a Cbristian. Hia very face shows that
he has your g-nlly mother's eonsecrated
blood in his veins. You aee her looks
there more every day. Atmut three
weeks ago he came home from Sunday
school und told you ubout bis Iessons.
If I remember right. it was about the
parable of the householder wbo had
rlch grape producing aoil, He plantad
a vlneyard thereln and let it out to the
husbaiidinen. Then he went off luto I
far country. But when the time of
grapes had come these hushauduisn
stole the vlneyard froai Its owuer and
kllled his messengers who came to
collect the rent. Then at last tbey
kllled his only liegotten Son, who waa
Jesus Cbftat

You wm rvcoliect how swcetly th*
boy told you tho story. Thon with
hts devp blue eyes he looked up Into
your face as he aaid. "Papa, will you
let me Joln tho church and give my
henrt to Jesus?" What did you tell
hiaiV Y'ou qui.kly nnswored: "Char
ley. you are not old enough. Walt a
fev 3 .-ars and then you can." Then he
looked irp at you again. This time blt
face lookod more to- you like yout
aaluted mother"* tnan ever l>ofore, nn<l
he sald: "But, papa, you ar© old
enough. Wby do you not Joln tbe
church nud prny as Harry's fathei
prays?" Then he satd to you: "Papa,
do you 8iipposo when I get to be a
great big mau like you are 1 won'l
want to go to church any moro that>
you do? Tbcn will I want to leave
.Sunday school .ind stay bome from
church every Sunday morning and read
the newsp'.-icrs as you do and lei
lnaruiua go to church alone?" Was 11
tbe cblld alone jleadlng wltb you foi
Chrlst. Was it your sainted mother*
Tell me. man, MSj you golng to lcl
tbose rlch clusters of grapes ripen iu
your gospel vineyard and not be pluck
ed? O man, will you not learn to
day tbe Chriat lesson of tbe husband
man who planted the vineyard and let
it out to the busbandmen. which youi
little boy learned ln hts Sunday acbooU

A W'urd off (aatico.
One other word of caution. Some

men are bajarj in the Sunday school. an<!
we thank God for such helpers. Some
are regularly nt church and at tbe
prnyer meeting. and most devoutly doei
the pastor rejoice over such members
But do not uegleet your owu vineyards
When your children grow up let them
not bave to s»ay, "My father wos never
at home; be did not do nnyth'.ng for my
rellgious training." May you never
bave to say ln your old age, "My son Is
a vagabond r.nd a wanderer; my daugh¬
ter has forgotten the covennnt of her
God. 'They made me keeper of the
vineyards, but my own vineyard have I
not kept.' "

Would you not like to plant again
and care for your gospel vineyards
wbleb will bring to ynu such joy. such
peace. such comfoit and such eterna!
results? Ah. yes. the gospel vlueyards
always brini: forth ¦ sure crop. Th!s
crop is to be yours forever if you ask
Cbrlst to belp you replant and develop
your neglcH-ted gospel vineyards.
